Canada's Greatest Problem . 


The Canadian people are confronted with a gigantic problem. We say 
the Canadian people advisedly because, while governments, Federal, Pro- 
vincial and Municipal are all struggling with it, the problem is one towards | 
the solution of which individual citizens must make their contribution. The | 
fact that it is a problem facing all other nations offers no consolation be- 
cause the more acute and difficult it is in other lands only serves to make 
it more difficult in Canada. 

The problem can be stated in two or three words,—unemployment and 
relief, 

The unemployed man or woman wants work and the wages which work 
will bring to them. Failing work and wages, they must be provided by 
Governments with the necessities of life,—food, clothing, fuel and shelter. 

Such necessities can, of course, only be provided by the State through | 
the taxation of those other men and women who are employed, or still have | 
some savings accumulated throughout the years of the past in order to 
make provision for their own future and old age. The only other way is 
for Governments to borrow money and add such borrowings to their public 
debts upon which interest must be paid through increased taxation, and the 
principal sum of which is passed on as a liability for future generations 
to meet. 

So far as municipalities, with their small and Imited sources of revenue, | 
are concerned, many have reached the limit of what their taxpayers are) 
able to pay in order to care for those who are unemployed. Further taxa-| 
tion simply means that more people will be unable to pay it, and, failing to | 
do so, will lose what they still have and will, in turn, be forced ‘on relief”. | 
Faced with this situation, a largely attended conference of the mayors of | 
the leading cities and towns of Canada unanimously declared the inability | 
of the municipalities to any longer carry their share of the relief burden | 
and called upon the Federal Government to assume it in its entirety. 

On their part, the Provinces,—and more particularly the Western Prov- 
inces, which, in addition to the general and world-wide economic depression, 
have suffered more severely than other portions of the Dominion because 
of successive years of crop failures owing to the unprecedented drouth con- 
ditions which have prevailed,—now find it impossible to raise, either by taxa- 
tion or borrowings, the Provincial share of relief expenditures and at the |

Out-Doing Jules Verne 


English Winter Foresees Passenger 


Rocket Doing 14,000 M.P.H. 
Jules Verne, who thrilled a former 


generation by flights of fancy into 


the future, and even H. G. Wells, 
with his tales of the planets, are out- 
done by Charles G. Philp in a book 
about the “Stratosphere and Rocket 
Flight,” just published. 

He prophesies as of “not far dis- 
tant date’ passenger rocket airplanes 
capable of doing 14,000 miles per 
hour and of crossing the Atlantic 
eventually, in even faster planes, in 
60 seconds. 

Passengers, it appears, will be rea- 
sonably comfortable. They will lie 
down hermetically sealed in ham- 
mocks. Special measures are taken 
to counteract trouble with breathing, 
for the machine is out of sight of the 
ground in 30 seconds and passenger's 
bodies become heavier than lead. 

When the roct:et plane approaches 
its destination, retarding rockets 
check its headlong dive. Mr. Philp’s 
description of the flight makes one 
itch to take a ticket—for one’s most 
detested neighbor. 

Mr. Philp tells us that plans of the 
first passenger carrying rocket yet 
devised have been acquired by the 
German War Ministry. A 24-foot 
projectile, built after these plans, 
carried a passenger six miles into the 
air, two years ago, and landed him 
safely after 1015 minutes.

enforce their demands, and all over the country communistic agitators are 
playing upon their distress and worries and arousing their passions and 
making demands which it is manifestly impossible for the remainder of the 
people to satisfy. ‘ 

These agitators all loudly object to people on relief being asked to 
render any service whatever in return for the payments being regularly 
made to them. They insist that no person should be called upon by the 
municipality in which they reside to perform any work in return for the 
assistance extended to them. They refuse to recognize that, in effect, people 
are being paid what is tantamount to wages in advance, small though they 
may be, by their other fellow citizens, and they declare that to ask relief 

' ‘recipients to render any service in return for such assistance is to make 
“slaves” of them, 

Yet Canadians worthy of the name, and knowing their country’s diffi- 
culties, should be grateful for what is being done in their behalf, and if 
there is any manhood left in them they should not only be ready and willing, 
but actually anxious, to make what return they can to their fellow citizens 
and their country. These agitators demand work,—not for themselves but 
for those they would make their dupes,—and when work in its usually 
accepted meaning cannot be provided but State assistance is extended, they 
then advocate refusal to work in exchange tor such assistance, or even for 
a small fraction of it. Why? Because they are out to destroy the very in- 
stitutions of government and the very people who are now providing the 
unemployed with the necessities of life. 

Such is the major Canadian problem of to-day. It is one, let it be re- 
peated and emphasized, that vitally affects every citizen. It is their prob- 
lem; what are they going to do about it? 

We submit that the citizen who is employed, or has an income, or some 
reserves, should pay his taxes uncomplainingly, willingly and promptly and 
thus assist his country in a time of great difficulty. More, he should make 
every effort to provide a little work, no matter how small or temporary the 
job may be, for some one out of work, and thus relieve the pressure. 

We submit further that all persons on relief should be reasonable in 
their demands, should endeavor to get along with as little as possible, rather 
than demand more.

Toronto.—Because control of the 
credit sources of Canada is concen- 
trated in a very small number of 
men, a deadlock is created which is 
the cause of most of the country’s | 
economic troubles, in the opinion of 
Hon. H. H. Stevens, former Domin- | 
jon minister of trade and commerce. | 
He spoke here Saturday night to) 
more than 200 members of the Vic-| 
toria College Alumni Association on| 
the subject of “Taking Stock in 
Canada.” 

Those who control the credit re-| 
sources of the country ought to be | 
given a final chance to supply a 
scheme for a construction program, 
Mr. Stevens said. But, if they failed, 
to respond, he would advocate a Na- 
tional Construction Corporation to 
be financed by issue of low interest} 
bonds guaranteed by the government, | 
if necessary. Such a scheme would 
be self-liquidating. 

The most significant lesson Canada 
had learned during the national 
“stocktaking” of recent years was | 
that this concentration alone inter- 
vened to prevent formation of a con- 
scious policy in handling the credit 
system of the Dominion. Increasing | 
consolidations in industry and con- 
centration in the control of credit in| 
the last 15 years were disproportion-| 
ate to the merit of the few men who, 


exercise that control and to their 
services to the country. 

The fact one man, either as presi- 
dent, vice-president or director, domi- 
nates 39 companies, with total assets

Cattle That Never Drink 
Has Cows That Balk At 

Sight Of Water 

Hawaii has cows that never drink. 
Grazing in fertile vallLys on the 
slopes of Mauna Kea, the 13,800-foot 
mountain in the northwest of the 
Island of Hawaii, where mists con- 
stantly drift in on the trade w'nds, 
the cattle slake their thirst through 
the air they breathe or by cropping 
the wet grass. When taken to drier 
regions they balk at the sight of 
water, not knowing what it fs. 

The existence of this non-drinking 
cattle has just been brought to the 
attention of the Bureau of Animal 
Industry of the Department of Agri- 
culture. The cattle are bred on a 
ranch, adjacent to the 500,000-acre 
Parker Ranch, which has 32.000 
Herefords. It was not intended to 
deprive the animals of water. Orig- 
inally they were kept on land where 
water was plentiful. But portions of 
the herd, attracted by luxuriant 
grass, wandered into valleys where 
there were no streams nor lakes. 

They soon discovered that they 
obtained enough moisture without 
drinking, because of the m'st and 
rain. The offspring of these cattle 
grew to maturity without ever hav- 
ing seen as much as a bucketful of 
water. 

Hawaii has been a paradise for 
cattle as well as for man. The na- 
tives had never seen cattle prior to 
1793, when a British captain pre- 
sented some to King Kamehameha I. 
The king forbade his people to k'll 
them. In 1815, John P. Parker, a 
sailor from Newton, Mass., married 
a native girl and established a ranch. 
His descendants grew rich. They im- 
ported blooded Herefords from Ken-

Re-Union In Honor 


But Proper Vegetation, Air And) Of Selkirk Pioneer 


Sunshine Will Supply Soll 

Air and sunshine will supply new 
topsoil for areas now eroding in the 
midwest, if proper holding vegetation 
is planted. 

Process is slow but can be seen 
and measured in a human lifetime. 
Some studies proving this have been 
made in the New York State College 
of Forestry at Syracuse University. 

Prof. S. O. He berg has samples of 
soil showing the -whole process, both 
destruction and replacement, as it 
took place in New York state. 

Most dramatic exhibit shows work 
of the “builder upper,” the contribu- 
tion of air and sunshine. This is soil | 
from the oldest plantation in the | 
state. So'l from that place is laid! 
out in a panel, cross-sectioned, to a/ 
depth of about two feet. Various 
layers show what happened to that 
soil for more than a century. 

For 60 years it has en forest. 
In that period topsoil has built up by 
depths of one to two inches from 
plant decay. 

Decay is not primarily nutrients 
already in the soil which were drawn 
up through plant roots. Ten per cent. 
of the new soil is that k'nd. 

Ninety per cent. of the new topsoil 
is actually air and sunshine convert- 
ed into loam. This 90 per cent. is; 
carbon, extracted from the air by 
plants in breathing carbon dioxide. 

Under influence of light, plants’ 
change carbon diox'de chemically 
into starches and sugars. They also: 
use a little of other elements from 
the air. 

The light’s energy passes into the 
sugars and starches and remains 
there.

It is nature's com- 
pensation that if they cannot see the 
lovely they cannot see the unlovely, 
so they mentally adjust themselves 
to a world of fair faces and fair pros- 
pects. They cannot even conceive 
what color is; they just form their 
own conception and find al! things 
good. If blind person smells a 
flower, or goes into a wood and feels 
the scent of the trees, enjoys the 
rush of fresh air on his face, he has 
no reason but to belleve that the 
world and all that is in ft is beauti- 
ful. In this way Helen Kellar visited 
Scotland a year or so ago and wrote 
a perfectly marvellous article on the 
beauties of the Scottish scenery. No 
one with sight could have penned a 
better, or been more appreciative

Little Journeys In Science 


GASOLINE 
(By Gordon H. Guest, M.A.) 

Gasoline consists of a mixture of 
liquid compounds known as_ hydro- 
carbons. The use of gasoline as a 
source of power in engines is due to 
the fact that the gasoline is easily 
changed to a vapour and that a mix- 
ture of gasoline vapour and air, when 
ignited, burns instantaneously, or, as 
commonly expressed, explodes. The 
mixture of gasoline vapour and air is 
led into the cylinder of the engine 
where it is ignited by an electric 
spark. 

The “ethyl gasoline’ which is now 
used so widely, is gasoline to which 
has been added a small amount of 
two colorless liquid compounds 
known as lead tetraethyl and ethyl- 
ene bromide. The lead tetraethyl pre- 
vents the “knocking” of the engine 
when the engine is under high pres- 
sure; the reason for this is as yet not 
known with certainty. The use of 
the lead compound alone causes lead 
to be set free during the reaction, 
and as a result the ignition points of 
the spark plugs become clogged. 
When ethylene bromide is added, the 
lead combines with the bromine 
which is present in the bromide, pro- 
ducing the volatile lead bromide 
which escapes in the exhaust. 

In former days kerosene was the 
most important product obtained 
from crude oll. To-day, however, 
gasoline is by far the most valuable 
of these products and hence science 
has put forth every effort to increase 
the yield. This is done by distilling 
kerosene and similar oils at high 
temperatures under pressure. This 
process is known as the “cracking” 
of oils. The average crude oil from 
the large producing areas of Texas 
and Oklahoma contains about 30% 
gasoline. Modern improvements in 
the cracking process have enabled oil 
refiners to increase the gasoline yield 
to 70% of the crude oil or higher, de- 
pending on the nature and quality of 
the gasoline which is desired, 

Recent experiments have shown 
that the gas hydrogen under high 
pressure changes powdered coal sus- 
pended in hot oil into lubricating 
oils, gasoline, and similar products. 
When the supply of petroleum be- 
comes exhausted this process may 
supply man with these products so 
necessary to our modern civilization.
